I ii** decision of the Public Service Com m ission on the applica­ 
tion of the Pennsylvania General Transit Com pany for a certificate to 
pick up a n d deliver passengers now served by the I renton, Bristol & 
Philadelphia Railway Com pany, and the Delaware River Coach 
om- 
pany, is that such a certificate shall not lx* issued. 


By this decision the Com m ission adheres to its long-established 
policy that where an established transportation com pany is operating, 
a certificate shall not lye issued to a competing com pany, l i n s is a 
wise policy, and it was not to be expected that the Commission would 


abandon it. 


Nevertheless, until the decision was officially announced, there 
was uncertainty as to what it would be. 


lf the Com m ission had ..ranted the applicant the certificate pc- 
titiom-d for. (lie local street railway would have been compelled to 
abandon service, for the passengers the Pennsylvania General I ransit 
Com pany sought to serve comprised 54 per cent. of the total traffic of 
the street railway. The remainder. 46 per cent., is the traffic between 
the com m unities we serve— local service— which the interstate bus 
concern did not care to handle. 


Now that uncertainty as to the policy of the Commission aud the 
future of the local street railway is removed, w e can go ahead with 
plans to im prove the service. 


T he schedule of the Delaware River Coach Com pany will br 
changed so that buses will be run at more frequent intervals. Addi- 
tional buses will be purchased, and th e territory the coach line serves 
will be better a c c o m m o d a t e d . 


W h e n the details of these schedules are w orked out they will be 


announced to the public.
